SELECTION SYSTEM 


National Honor Society has four equally important criteria for membership: 
SCHOLARSHIP, CHARACTER. SERVICE AND LEADERSHIP. Students must 
demonstrate a balance of these four characteristics to be considered for membership in 
National Honor Society. : 


Scholarship has already been determined. The names of juniors and seniors 
with a grade point average of 3.50 or better are checked with the team of staff at 
Benjamin Franklin for discipline or academic dishonesty problems. The remaining 
students are eligible for consideration as members. 


Character will be evaluated by the entire Benjamin Franklin High School team of 
staff. Staff members will rate only students they know well enough to score. National 
Honor Society candidates must rank above average in CHARACTER qualities. The 
rating scale and the description of CHARACTER from the NHS Handbook are shown 


below. 
5 = Outstanding 


4 = Excellent 

3 = Very Good 

2 = Average 

1 = Below Average 
0 =No Credit 


CHARACTER - 
The student of character: 
- Takes criticism willingly and accepts recommendations graciously 
- Consistently exemplifies desirable qualities of behavior (cheerfulness, friendliness, poise, 
stability) 
- Upholds principles of morality and ethics 
- Cooperates by complying with school regulations conceming property, programs, office, 
halls, etc. 
- Demonstrates highest standards of honesty and reliability 
- Shews courtesy, concern, and respect for others 
- Observes instructions and rules, punctuality, and faithfulness both inside and outside 
the classroom 
- Has powers of concentration and sustained attention as shown by perseverance and 
application to studies 
Manifests truthfulness in acknowledging obedience to rules, avoiding cheating in 
written work, and showing unwillingness to profit by the mistakes of others 
- Actively helps to rid the school of bad influences or environment 


Service and Leadership will be evaluated by the following process. Each 
academically qualified student is allowed to choose five activities to be rated for 
service and leadership. A single activity may be used more than once if the student has 
participated in the activity for more than one year. The service points for each activity 
are fixed and appear on the attached sheet. Only school activities will be counted. The 
coach or sponsor will acknowledge the student's membership in the group. That will 
determine service points. 

The coach or sponsor will also rate the student on a scale of 0-5 for 
LEADERSHIP. National Honor Society candidates must rank as active group members 
who show leadership to be considered for membership. LEADERSHIP is described in 


the NHS Handbook in this way. 


LEADERSHIP 
- The student who exercised leadership 
- Is resourceful in proposing new problems, applying principles, and 
. making suggestions 

- Demonstrates leadership In promoting school activities 

- Exercises influence on peers in upholding school ideals 

- Contributes ideas that Improve the civic life of the school 

- Is able to delegate responsibility 

- Exempliifies positive attitudes 

- Inspires positive behavior in others 

- Demonstrates academic initiative 

- Successtully holds schoo! offices or positions of responsibility, conducting business 
efficiently and effectively, and without prodding, demonstrates reliability 
and dependability 

- Demonstrates leadership in the classroom (as well as in co-cumicular activities) 

- Is thoroughly dependable in any responsibility accepted

5 - Very Active, showing much leadership; 2¢eZe vndipen dintly 
4 - Very Active, showing leadership 

3 - Active, showing leadership 

2 - Somewhat active and dependable 

1 - Only occasionally active 

0 - Inactive or deserves no credit 


In order to present credentials to the Faculty Council for consideration as 
candidates for National Honor Society, the student must determine which five 
activities he/she wishes to have rated. The prudent choices would be activities 
that would provide the most combined SERVICE AND LEADERSHIP points. 

The student is responsible for getting the necessary forms filled out by his/her 
five sponsors and/or coaches and for seeing that they are returned to Miss Gierach 
BY the deadline date and time.
